KILLED BY CRUISER’S SHELLS. 


Transports Fired On from Uniden- 
tified Vessel Reported to Have Car- 
ried Flag of Austria-Hungary. 


CETTINJE, Montenegro, March 18.—News 

reached here today that four Servian trans- 
ports loaded with troops were yesterday 
riddie@ with shells fired by an unidentified 
war vessel.

Mr. O’Hara spoke. before the Men's Broth- 
erhood of the First Presbytertan church of 
Springfield. 

Disclosures Force Him to Talk. 

“It was not my intention,“ said Lieut. 
Gov. O'Hara, wen first invited to appear 
before your brotherhood to discuss what I 
esteem to be the vital problem before 
the American people today; but the reveal- 
ing of @ condition of affairs that no nation 
could survive, have 30 possessed me, 80 
robbed me of desire to give thought to other 
matters and deprived me even of a desire to 
sleep, that I ve been quite unfitted to tala 
om any other subject. 

Perhaps the most astounding revelaticn 
made at the hearings of our commission was 
that much of the philanthropy of today is not 
philanthropy at all. Indeed, grave doubt hes 
been inspired as to whether this modern 
philanthropy is not in itself one of our most 
serious national menaces. 

„Charity begins at home, eccording to the 
old saying and the familiar rule, and after 
listening to much of the testimony of the 
last week the members of the Illinols sena:e 
vice commission were forced to admit that 
most of the philanthropy of today not only 


from the sufferings of the workers at the 
home institutica. 


Too Much “Show” in Churches. 

“I mention this matter here. because I 
esteem it of especial interest to the members 
of this or any other church. In late years 
I think, from my own limited observations, 
that the spirit of the churches of Goc has 
gone too far in the direction of outside show. 

“TI think that some of our ministers in 
this denomination and in every other denomi- 
nation without a single exception have been 
asked to be as able in the field of business 


in their efforts in soul uplifting. 

But I would warn you against pushing 
prosperity to such an extent that the feelings 
of philanthropists will be respected one whit 


or woman who turns his or her eyes toward 
the sunlight of God at your altar. 

Jam too deep a believer in the good done 
by all churches to think for one moment that 
any of our congregations or any of our 
ministers are insincere or influenced by the 
contributions given or expected from wealthy 
parishioners, but I can conceive the chance 
of a possible menace, and it is that chance 
that I most respectfully and seriously direct 
attention to.

“I cannot close my remarks without ex- 
pressing our deep appreciation of the ag+ 
sistance rendered us by the newspapers of 
America.

Sharp Statement from Funk. 

The action of the Progressives who refused 
to etand for the Sherman-Funk proposition 
brought a sharp statement tonight from 
Frank H. Funk, the Progressive cauctis nom- 
inee.

New Code Adopted at Spring- 
field After Lively Tw 
Hours’ Debate. 


BIG DISPUTE IN SENATE. 


o' Hara Forced to Put Check on 
Madigan and Cornwall; Both 
Branches Adjourn. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., March 13.—[Special.}—The 
new house rules were adopted this morning 
by unanimous vote after a lively two hours’ 
debate. Slight changes in the rules as they 


were prepared by the rules committee and 
submitted to the house yesterady were made. 
No roll call was necesrary upon any of the 
| proposed amendments to the committee re- 
port, in spite of a determined attack cen- 
tered against rule 28, which gives the ad- 
ministration measures right of way, next in 
precedence after appropriation bills. 

Rule 28 prescribes that the governor may 
Gesignate any bill as an administration 
measure and it may be sent to the com- 
mittee of the whole house, and the house 
shall sit as in committee of the whole each 
Tuesday morning to consider administra- 
tion measures which may be upon the cal- 
endar. 

This rule, as it stands, is considered to be 
a distinct achievement for Gov. Dunne. 


Little Change in Other Rules, 

As to the rest of the rules, there is a change 
in verbiage in some of them, particularly 
concerning committee procedure. 

The house adopted a resolution offered by 
Representative Thomas Curran providing 
for the appointment of a committee of five 
by the speaker to investigate the methods, 
actions, and financial accounts of licensed 
charitable institutions, and societies, caring 
for children under the Juvenile court act. 
Representative Curran said it was for the 
purpose of probing an alleged “ charity 
trust.

“Passing the Back” Afds John M.

Springfield, III., March 18.—{Special. }—John

Some folks thought the resolu- 
tion tantamount to the creation of a censor- 
ship over the legislative news from Spring- 
field and the institution of the doctrine of 
lege majeste as to Mr. Browne. 

Mr. Glenn goes free for his alleged crime 
of attacking the morals of the legislature. 
Representative F. E. J. Lioyd, who heard 
Glenn’s testimony before the O'Hara vice 
traffic commission last week, introduced the 
original resolution, which if adopted would 
have prevented the presence of Mr. Glenn at 
any of the sessions of the house until he had 
presented a suitable apology. 


Browne Attacks News Writers. 

The Browne resolution in part follows: 

“ Whereas, Certain newepaper correspond- 
ents representing the metropolitan press 
of Chicago and heretofore and now occupy- 
ing, by virtue of the consent and courtesy of 
the house of representatives, the press gal- 
lery in said house have seen fit since the be-

EVENTS PLANNED FOR 1915 


Earl Grey, Lord Shaw, and Party 
Expected. to Visit the City 
During Celebration. 


Chicago members of the Hundred Years 
of Peace Celebration to be commemorated 
in 1915 organized yesterday at the Union 
League club. Plans for the part Chicago 
will play in the celebration, which will ex- 
tend over England and the United States, 
were placed in a formative state. 

The first official act of the organization will 
be to act as hosts to a delegation of distin- 
guished Englishmen who will visit this coun- 
try about May 1. Invitations to them to 
come to Chicago will be extended. Among 
the visitors expected are Dari Grey and Lord 
Shaw of England, Sir Edmund Walker and 
Sir Alexander Lacoste of Canada, Sir Ed- 
ward Morris, premier of Newfoundland, 
and Sir George Hild, lord high commissioner 
of Australia.

‘ Washington, D. C., March 13.—Within the 
next few days Postmaster General Burleson 
is expected to present for the president's 
consideration a plan which will open to 
Democrats the 35,000 third and fourth class 
postmasterships put into the civil service re- 
cently by Mr. Taft.

Assistant State's Attorney Frank John- 
ston has some of the suspects under es- 
pionage, and on the first move toward flight 
detectives take the suspected ones to the 
gecret jail.

The prosecutor says if the men were ar- 
rested, booked. and their names made pub- 
lic others implicated in the same deal or 
deals would become aware of the evidence 
against them and there would be a genera! 
exodus. , 

The large number of names in Mr. John- 
Ston’s hands and the mass of information 
turned over to him have made it impossible, 
he says, te make all the arrests at present 
or present the evidence to the grand jury.

Mme. Clara Butt One of 
World's Great Singers. 


interpretative resource as that of the great 
German singers and as serenely and nobly 
beautiful, was set forth by Mme. Clara Butt 
in her recital In Orchestra hall last night. 
These seem sufficient grounds for proclaiming 
Mme. Butt one of the great singers of the 
world. However, fifteen years have passed 
since she last was heard in Chicago and few 
of the present generation of concertgoers know 
her. Therefore the audience was small. A 
second recital should bring her the recogni- 
tion she deserves and it is hoped that one may 
be arranged, 

Mme. Butt chose to reintroduce herself with 
excerpts from the Handel operas “Sosarme”™ 
and Alessandro.“ The broad  recitatives 
served to display the phenomenal range and 
volume of her voice. The facile coloratura of 
the second aria, “ Lusinghe pid care,” was de- 
livered with a clarinetlike facility and stabil- 
ity of tone so remarkable that it deserves to be 
included among brilliant achievements of «a 
season notably rich in vocal art. Three wide- 
ly contrasted German Lieder followed. 
Brahms’ “Von Ewiger Liebe” revealed her 
power to accomplish accurate definition of mood 
by mere tonal color. 
of tone were employed for the voices of nar- 
rator, lover, and maiden and each was sus- 
tained through the wide variety of subtle 
nuance demanded by the text. “Der Nuss- 
baum of Schumann was made a study in 
ethereal lightness and delicacy. Schubert's 
“Der Wanderer” called forth still another 
mood picturing quality of tone weirdly sug- 
gestive of the supernatural.

In Italian, in German, and in French Mme. 
Butt practiced the utmost clarity of enuncia- 
tion. Her talent to underscore the meaning of 
the text, to make vital the pulse of the verse, 
compasses all the tricks of expressive nuance 
most prized by the devotees of diction. But 
all the time she remains true to the tenets of 
pure song. These qualities were most clearly 
to be perceived in her English songs, which, 
unfortunately, represented the mediocre ef- 
forts of contemporary British writers rather 
than the brilliant work of some of the Ameri- 
cans of the present. However, as a final en- 
core, she sang “Annie Laurie,” so there was 
at least one noble English song on the pro- 
gram. 

Mme. Butt had the assistance of her hus- 
band, Kennerley Rumford, who contributed 
two beautiful songs by Strauss, one of Wolf's 
best, and three extremely uninteresting ones 
by Grieg in his first group; one a little better 
by MacDowell in his second group, and several 
of no worth whatsoever by Duglish writers. 
Mr. Rumford possesses a serviceable baritone 
voice of ample compass and power. In qual- 
ity it is curiously open, giving the effect of re- 
moteness, as though heard from afar. His ad- 
mirable linguistic @tainments and his care in 
all matters of dicti¥n and enunciation remain, 
therefore, his chief recommendations to the at- 
tention of the public.

Inferior Qualities Not Economical. 


My husband and I have been married nearly 
A year, and think we have succeeded in making 
the most of our incomie and keeping the cost of 
living down to a fair basis. From the begin- 
ning we have kept account of every penny ex- 
pended. This is the only. satisfactory way of 
knowing where to economize and where the 
money goes. We pay cash for everything and 
have no charge accounts. I personally attend to 
the marketing. I have a reliable grocer and 
butcher, but do not depend upon the telephone. 
The daily walk to the market is beneficial to 
one’s health and makes it possible to select the 
choicest meats, vegetables, and fruits in season 
and to see that correct weights and measures 
are given. I believe in buying sugar, salt, flour, 
soap, and other nonperishable supplies in large 
quantities, and I watch for the advertisements 
and sales upon these articles. I try to have a 
supply of these staples always on hand. This 
makes the marketing a matter of buying for 
each days meals as needed. 

I wish to say just a word about young brides 
preparing “hurry up dinners after spending 
the afternoon visiting. These are extravagant , 
and hard upon “poor hubby,” who surely de- 
serves a square meal after working hard all b Ap 
day. My husband is an outside salesman and j 
usually comes home with a vigorous appetite. 
We are both hearty eaters and like a variety in 
our food. Our breakfasts usually consist of 
fruit, cereal, biscuits, and coffee, occasionally 
varied with bacon or ham and eggs or wheat 
cakes and maple sirup. I buy only the best of 
food supplies, as I consider the inferior quali- 
tfes neither economical nor healthful. There is 
little economy in steaks and chops as a steady 
diet. I prepare roasts, stewed meats, pot roasts, 
baked dishes, and fish and occasionally steaks 
and chops, and am constantly on the watch for 
new recipes. With my dinners I serve cream 
soups quite often; also vegetable soup made 
from a choice soup bone, and use my leftovers 
of bones and vegetables to make soup. We have 
vegetables with each meal and sometimes a 
salad, followed by a dessert.
